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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection as necessitated by applicant's amendments. 

Specification 

2. The amendment filed 6/14/05 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because it introduces 
new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no amendment shall introduce new 
matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material which is not supported by the 
original disclosure is as follows: The light emission device disposed at the first end of the tube 
(especially in combination with the switch set disposed at the first end of the tube) was not 
described in the specification at the time the application was filed. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U. S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1, 7 and 8 rejected under 35 U.S.C 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. The light emission device disposed at the first end of the tube (especially in 
combination with the switch set disposed at the first end of the tube) was not described in the 
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specification at the time the application was filed. Specifically Figures 5 and 6 show the light 
emission device disposed at the middle of the tube. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 & § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claims 1, 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Peters (US Patent # 3,582,638). Peters 
discloses a night vision device comprising a casing (reference 10), the casing including a tube 
having opposing first and second ends (Figure 1) and a switch set (references 12, 13 &14) 
disposed at the first end of the tube; a power source (references 15 & 16) disposed in the tube, a 
light emission device (reference 22) disposed in the tube, the switch controlling electrical 
coupling of the light emission device to the power source and an optical fiber light conductor 
(reference 29) having one end disposed at any object being lighted (including a front sight) and 
an opposing end coupled to a front end of the light emission device to conduct the light emitted 
by the light emission device to the front sight. Further comprising a protection tube (reference 
30) through which the optical fiber light conductor extends. The protection tube includes a 
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flexible section connected to a rigid section (reference 24), the flexible section being coupled to 
the light emission device. It is noted that the [a) statements of intended use or field of use, 
b) M adapted to" or "adapted for" clauses, c) "wherein" clauses, or d) "whereby"] clauses are 
essentially method limitations or statements of intended or desired use. Thus, these claims as 
well as other statements of intended use (i.e. the night vision device to mark the location of a 
front sight and the light emission device to conduct the light emitted by the light emission 
device to the front sight) do not serve to patentably distinguish the claimed structure over that 
of the reference as long as the disclosed structure of the reference is capable of performing the 
claimed use. See In re Pearson, 181 USPQ 641; In re Yanush, 177 USPQ 705; In re 
Finsterwalder, 168 USPQ 530; In re Casey, 512 USPQ 235; In re Otto, 136 USPQ 458; Ex parte 
Masham, 2 USPQ 2nd 1647. 

See MPEP § 21 14 which states: 

A claim containing a "recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed apparatus 
is intended to be employed does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from the prior art apparatus'* if the 
prior art apparatus teaches all the structural limitations of the claim. Ex parte Masham, 2 USPQ 2nd 1647 

Claims directed to apparatus must be distinguished from the prior art in terms of structure 
rather than functions. In re Danly, 120 USPQ 528, 53 1. 

Apparatus claims cover what a device is not what a device does. Hewlett-Packard Co. v. 
Bausch & Lomb Inc., 15 USPQ2d 1525, 1528. 

As set forth in MPEP § 21 15, a recitation in a claim to the material or article worked 
upon does not serve to limit an apparatus claim. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Prince (US Patent # 5,086,378) and Klamm (US Patent # 5,746,495). 
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9. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
